Committee  Member,  company  doctor,  race  horse  owner,  breeder 
and  punter. 


Where  did  you  spend  your  early  years? 

Brisbane  -  so  I  have  done  very  well  over  the 
years  betting  on  the  State  of  Origin!  I  left 
school  at  fourteen  years.  In  those  days  you 
had  to  be  wealthy  or  win  a  scholarship  to  be  in 
full-time  education  much  past  fifteen. 


For  instance,  I  was  appointed  by  Neville 
Wran’s  government  to  Letona  Canneries 
which  was  vital  to  a  regional  economy.  After 
negotiations  with  Federal  and  State 
governments,  unions,  workers,  growers, 
banks,  other  creditors  and  even  a  blockade, 
we  returned  Letona  to  profitable  trading. 


What  is  your  attitude  to  the  demise  of  the 
on-course  bookmaker? 


V 


When  I  left  school  I  worked  44  hours  a  week 
as  a  storeman  and  packer  and  another  twenty 
hours  studying  to  become  a  chartered 
accountant.  I  still  had  time  to  play  football, 
cricket,  golf  and  tennis,  bet  on  the  horses, 
drink  with  my  mates  and  chase  girls. 

You  graduated  at  21 ,  then  went  to  work 
in  England. 

I  had  a  marvellous  time  in  the  UK.  I  was  there 
for  three  years  from  1966.  George  Moore 
arrived  in  1 967.  George  rode  a  tremendous 
number  of  winners  and  made  me  a  lot  of 
money.  I  had  one  bet  of  five  pounds  at 
1000-1  that  he  would  win  the  five  classics  of 
English  racing. 

He  won  the  first  three  but  not  the  fourth.  The 
only  trouble  in  those  days  was  that  the  women 
I  kept  company  with  (I  had  not  yet  met  Marion, 
my  wife),  could  spend  money  faster  than 
Moore’s  horses  could  run. 

An  editorial  writer  once  described  you  as  a 
“ruthless,  far  sighted  accountant  who  kicked 
Letona  in  the  ego  and  almost  single  handed 
carried  it  to  a  brighter  future  ” 

After  28  years  as  a  partner  I  retired  from 
Deloittes  in  1998  but  still  have  a  part-time 
consultancy  arrangement  with  the  firm.  30 
years  as  a  company  doctor  has  given  me  an 
expertise  in  business  management, 
accounting,  finance,  legal  and  marketing 
areas.  I’ve  served  on  statutory  authorities  for 
State  and  Federal  governments  &  performed 
large  assignments  for  governments. 


Another,  was  Newcastle  Regional  Co-Op 
which  had  90.000  members.  We  paid  all 
creditors  in  full.  Shareholders  got  ail  their 
money  refunded,  plus  a  dividend  of  another 
12  cents  in  the  dollar. 

When  did  you  start  your  love  affair  with  the 
race  track? 

At  fourteen.  My  father  was  a  good  punter.  I  just 
love  everything  about  the  track.  You  never  see 
brawls  on  a  race  course,  because  everyone  is 
trying  to  beat  the  book  maker.  You  are  all  on 
the  same  side,  there  is  great  camaraderie. 

What  is  your  recipe  for  successful  punting? 

It  is  like  being  a  success  at  anything,  you  have 
to  work  hard,  long  hours  at  it.  Never  drink 
alcohol  on  the  race  course  and  never  take  a 
woman.  Having  said  that,  I  always  enjoy 
taking  Marion  to  the  races. 

You  have  to  single  out  the  horses  who  have  a 
good  a  chance  of  winning  -  anybody  who  goes 
to  the  races  believing  they  can  back  eight  winners 
in  four  states  is  a  candidate  for  the  asylum. 

And  you  never  chase  your  losses  on  a  racecourse, 
there  is  no  such  thing  as  a  last  race. 

What  is  the  best  horse  you’ve  owned? 

Isinglass,  my  first  Randwick  and  Rosehill 
winner  won  about  $170,000. 

The  trouble  with  your  own  race  horses  is  that 
your  heart  starts  to  rule  your  head  and  even  if 
you  think  it  hasn’t  got  a  chance,  when  you  see 
the  bookmakers  have  it  at  16:1  you  think:  “I  had 
better  put  something  on  it  in  case  it  gets  up!” 


If  the  bookmakers  were  put  out  of  business,  it 
would  be  a  terrible  blow  to  racing.  You  may  as 
well  sit  at  home  and  bet  on  the  TAB.  On  the 
other  side  of  the  coin,  they  sometimes  do  not 
help  themselves.  They  do  not  put  their  prices 
up  quickly  enough  and  when  they  do,  they  are 
betting  at  about  130%,  so  they  don’t  entice 
people  to  bet  with  them. 

If  someone  does  not  stand  up  to  the  TAB,  in 
my  view  they  will  do  what  has  happened  to 
rugby  league  and  wreck  it.  They  just  talk  about 
racing  as  a  piece  of  ‘product’. 

How  long  have  you  been  on  the  committee? 

Nick  Whitlam  and  I  have  always  got  on  -  even 
though  we  have  had  big  differences  of  opinion 
at  times,  our  mutual  respect  has  ensured  ( 
survival.  I  joined  his  committee  in  1998. 1  am 
proud  to  be  able  to  put  something  back  into  a 
club  that  has  given  me  such  immense 
pleasure  over  the  years. 

What  is  your  philosophy  on  life? 

Talent  is  a  gift.  It  should  not  be  abused  by  those 
to  whom  it  is  given.  Even  if  you  do  not  have  it, 
you  can  succeed  if  you  work  long  hours,  have 
dedication,  determination,  courage  and  have 
fun  pursuing  your  chosen  endeavour  in  life. 

You  can  only  eat  and  drink  so  much.  All  men 
can  only  make  love  to  one  woman  at  a  time 
and  when  you  lose  your  sense  of  humour,  you 
are  ready  to  meet  your  Maker. 

To  put  life  in  perspective,  just  visit  a  hospital 
and  see  people,  especially  children,  who  will 
never  know  the  joy  of  kicking  a  football  or 
running  on  a  beach.
